HONOLULU, Dec. 6 (via San Fran- 
cisco Dec. 12.)—{Exclusive Dispatch.) 
A series ofg phenomena were observed 
in various parts of the islands Novem- 
ber 29, Which ate thought to indicate a 
severe volcanic eruption, to the north, 
probably in the Aleu Islands. On 
that day the tide gauge in Honolulu 
Harbor noted in succession severe dis- 
turbances far exceeding any variations 
noted here in fides. On the same day 
on the northern coast of this island wa- 
ter rose in a sort of tidal wave and 
destroyed considerable of the track of 
the Oahu Railway, which runs along 
close to the shore, but many feet high- 
er than the highest tide or surt ever 
known. 
At about the same hour there was a 
tidal wave at the little native village or 
settlement of Pelekunu on the north- 
efn coast of Molokai, and a less no- 
ticeable one at Kaulapapa, in the lep- 
er settlement at Pelekunu. Wa 
inundated a house two hundred and 
fifty feet from the shore and many feet 
above high-water mark. In all these 
phenomena the impulse seemed to 
come from the north. The apparent 
tidal waves were similar in kind, but 
not so severe as those which followed 
the“ great volcanic eruption of Kraka- 
toa. The conclusion reached by docai 
scientists is that there has been some 
violent eruption to the northward, per-

The labor demonstration/ made by the 
unions in Los Angeles last night was 
lacking in special features. Very little 
enthusiasm was manifested by the Sat- 
urday night crowds that lined the 
streets. The men marched quietly and 
no disturbances were reported during 
the parade. There was some red fire, 
many labor union banners, several 
American flags and a few transparen- 
cies with union mottoes. The carpen- 
ters’ drill team of Pasadena was the 
only organization in uniform and no 
attempt was made at special display 
except by the inside wire workers who 
marched inside heavy electfic wires 
fitted with cob red incandescent globes. 

It had been announced that the pa- 
rade would be the largest labor demon- 
stration in the histery of the city. Such, 
was not the case. The labor day parade 
and at least one night parade have 
exceeded last night's demonstration by 
far in the number of men in line. A 
very careful count of the men in each 
separate organization in line, includ- 
ing the marshals and their staffs and 
the bands, gave 2843 as the exact num- 
ber of marchers. This number was, 
somewhat less than the “11,000” expect-. 
ed and the unijonites were dissatisfied” 
with the turnout.

Record of Violence ne 
in San Francisco, - 
Fight Murders and Twelve Hundred 
Assaults Within Three Years.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 11.—Labor 
leaders are jubilating over the hope 
that Los Angeles is to be placed un; 
der the domination of labor unionism. 
According to their statements the 
Southern city is to have the same sort 
of rule as has cursed San Francisco 
for the past several years. 

If there be the slightest idea on the 
part of Los Angeles business men 
that such domination will inure to 
the benefit of their city, it might be 
well for them to give some considera- 
tion to conditions existing in San 
Francisco before they make their de- 
cision. 

The record of unionism in San Fran- 
cisco is one long history of crime and 
brutal rule, as absolute as that of any 
savage monarch. In the complete sub- 
jection of the efity, unions have not 
stopped short of murder and arson in 
order to.perpetuate their lawless, prin- 
ciples. 

Within the past three years eight 
men have been killed by thugs in the 
pay of unions, because they dared to 
assert’ their manhood and work with- 
cut the consent of the agents of the 
organizations. 

During the same time more than 
1200 men have been so brutally as- 
saulted and beaten for the same cause 
that they have been treated at hospi- 
t for their injuries.

Supervisors, which bas granted a per- 
mit for a spur track to be run to a 
warehouse. The grounds of the ob- 
stinacy of Casey are that the track 
will take work away from the team- 
sters who now haul the goods through 
the streets to the warehouse. 

Let Los Angeles take warning from 
San Francisco. The half has not been 
told in this article regarding union 
rule. The thonsand and one petty an- 
noyances to which employers and cus- 
tomers are subjected could not be told 
in newspaper space.

NS OF FLOWERS 
FOR CHRISTMAS TRADE. 


Here's a bit of information that will 
surprise many people: Los Angeles 
will use at Christmas time half again 
as many flowers as at Eastertide. 

Perhaps this is the only city in the 
world where this state of floral affairs 
prevails. In the spring, when every 
prospect pleases, nature brings forth 
thousands of blossoms, and the land 
appears loaded with bloom. Now, there 
has been no rain for many months, and 
were not one familiar with conditio 
he might reddily believe that all th 
blooming, everywhere, had gone with 
the green of the hills, to follow only 
in the returning footsteps of Jupiter 
Pluvius. 

However, art triumphs over adverse 
conditions, and there are now  scat- 
tered about this city thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of rare plants and flowers, 
that have been carefully nurtured 
through the long, hot summer, just for 
this season. 

Florists .say that during the months 
of July, August, September, October 
and November they expect to lose 
money—and they do. They also expect 
to make it up during the last two 
weeks of December—and they do. 

The Christmas trade begins this 
week. Tomorrow some of the 
shipping florists will send their @rst 
tightly-wrapped parcels to New Tork 
for the opening of the season. Unlike 
the Easter trade, the commercial end 
of the business is of small importance. 
Most of the purchases and shipments 
are of a private nature, and the home 
receives the greater share of the bright 
blessing from Los Angeles-county 
greenhouses. 

The Christmas trade this year will 
exec! all previous records, but 
will be very little higher. New fields 
have been added to the flower-grower's 
resources during the past twelve 
months, and some of the finest hot- 
houses of America have been erected 
near Los Angeles. The result is, of 
course, to increase the output largely. 
The principal factors in the holiday 
flower trade are carnations, violets, 
roses and blooming piants. Of these 
latter the principal species are ciner-

far east as Chicago. There are few oi 
the more prosperous churches through- 
out the Middle West where some of 
Southern California's sunshine is not 
reflected on the festal-decked walls. 
Orange blossoms are also largely 
shipped to Chicago for the retail trade. 
This week also begins the ship- 
ping of Sentimental boxes,” as the 
flower men call them. These are small 
tourist-sent parcels containing a tiny 
bunch of violets, a sprig of orange 
blossom, a poinsettia bloom or some 
other trifle showing that the fortunate 
sender is out of the ciutches of Jack 
F 


rost. 

All this brightness and good cheer 
will come mainly from five suburban 
points: Redondo, Santa Monice, Bur- 
nett, Boyle Heights, Pico Heights and

Redondo and Santa Monica bring to 
market ‘carnations and violets. Boyle 
Heights produces carnations and roses, 
while Pico Heights is distinguished for 
roses alone. South Pasadena is send- 
ing large numbers of chrysanthemums 
in, but these, it is feared, will be all 
gone by Christmas. Burnett has made 
a wide reputation for violets alone. 
With the exception of a few Japa- 
nese, there is no foreign element en- 
gaged in the raising of flowers here. 
Here are the inevitable “figures,” 
furnished by A. F. Borden, a leader of 
the business bere and manager of the 
Redondo Floral Company. Says Mr. 
Borden: “Eliminating the possibilities 
of a freeze, there will be brought to a 
Christmas Ray market in Los Angeles 
30,000. carnations, 10,000 poses, 4000 
boxes of violeta, and 8000 lilies of the 
valley, of which 5000 are now growing 
at Redondo. Probably 5000 poinsettia 
blooms will be shipped to Denver and 
Salt Lake City, for distribution there. 
Here there will be sold 2500: A heavy 
rain will increase the output one-half: 
a series of hard frosts would lessen 
it to the same amount. For twelve 
months growers have been planning 
for the coming two weeks.”

The able diagnostician recognizes each 
disease not by loose obvious symptoms, 
but by a variety of exact details, often 
discoverabie only on analysis, and pe- 
culiar to that disease. Of recent years 
malaria has been made to cover more 
1 disease,

tors to form concrete images of phy- 
siological conditions. This exact mind 
for* detail makes the physician on the 
side of diagnosis. 
acting on his understanding, to remov.

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MYSTERY OF 
THE LITTLE COUNT. 


All Sorts of Strange Evidence Indi- 
cated That He Was Bogus, and Yet 
ly the Boy is Rightful Heir 
to the Rich Estates.

sensational on record in this country. 
It may be remembered that the 
Count and Countess make their home 
on their estate of Vroblevo, in Prus- 
Poland. The count is 64 and his 

wife . Up to 1896, they had 
daughters, but no son, to save Vroblevo 
from passing into the hands of Count 
Hector Kwilecki, who was next in line. 
These giris, by the way, were 
respectively, when the Countess was 19, 
and 33. Seven years ago, however, it 
began to be rumored about the Kwi- 
estate that perhaps the long- 
desired heir might make his appear- 
ance pretty soon. Fashionable women 
whe had seen the Countess confirmed 
thie report. And not long after, her 
ladyship left for Berlin, where it was 
understood the interesting event would 
. Why the Countess did not 
elect to remain 
has been able to explain satisfactorily. 
Nor why, instead of finding some cap- 
able woman to Pay her from her own 
borhood, she engaged a midwife 
from far-aweavy Wareaw. who. with the 
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Countess’s two maids, accompanied her 
to the German capital. A point that 
also made the case against the Count- 
ess look black was the fact that the 
noblewoman did not allow her family 
physician to know of the birth of her 
son until after it was over, and then, 
| when he came on to Berlin, declined to 
be examined by him. However, the 
physician stated that the Countess al- 
ways had been reticent in this respect. 
Not long after, back to Vroblevo came 
this woman of 61, apparently quite re- 
covered, and with her she brought a 
bright-looking and healthy baby, who 
promptly was toasted far and wide as 
the new Count of Kwilecke. 

That branch of the noble family of 
which Count Hector is the head, con- 
cluded that the child was spurious, and 
said so in public time and again, until 
at last the Count and Countess grew 
exasperated and roceeded against 
their relatives for bel. The case 
came to trial in the local courts, which 
‘| declared that Count Hector’? state- 
ments were baseless. 

The course Count Hector pursued 
thereafter furnishes a curious little 
study in malevolence. For, ever since 
his allegations against the Countess 
of Kwilecki were quashed, her kinsman 
has spent time and money in the at- 
tempt to build up such a case against 
her as would convince all the world 
that she was guilty. The elaborate 
chain of false evidence produced 
against the titled woman must have 
been forged link by link, at the behest 
of her opponents. Last January, Count 
Hector thought his case suffittently 
strong to lay before the Public Prose- 
cutor, and evidently that official be- 
Heved the evidence conclusive, for — 
Countess was arested immediately. At 
first, it was supposed by the authori- 
ties that she had deceived her husband 
as well as the rest of the world, but, 
in August last, the police decid that 
the Count was in the scheme, t and 
he also was imprisoned. 

Really it was &n ingenious plot that 
was hatched to brand the little Count 
of Kwilecki as bogus. Witnesses must 
have been bri wholesale to give ap- 
parently damning evidence against 
the mother who had laid herself open 
to suspicion. Some of them admitted 


every detail of the case against the 
Countess, but the main points may 
be recalled. It was alleged that the 
lady had employed a trusted female 
servant to buy a boy baby for her. Ac- 
cording to the prosecution, a ther 
willing to part with her offspri 

found in the person of Cecelia Meyer, 
a peasant woman of Cracow. 

baby sold was stated to have been 
one of two illegitimate children be- 
longing to this woman, the second of 
whom, However, she kept. Into court 
came the daughter of the Countess’s | 
former servant (now dead) who was 
supposed to have bought the child, and 
this girl testified that her mother 
had confessed to her the part she had 
played in the game of substitution. 
Into court also came Cecelia Meyer, 
who swore to the selling of her chlid. 
The baby, when disposed of, was, she 
said, one month old. And there were 
other witnesses to carry the story 
along and show how the peasant baby 
‘was brought to Berlin and carried in 
a cab to the house in which the Count- 
ess declared her confinement to have 
taken place. It was alleged, too, that 
the Countess could be proved to have 
bought contrivances made in Paris to 
give her the appearance of a woman 
about to become a mother. And so, up 
to a point within a day or two of the 
famous trial’s end, things looked 
= black against Countess Kwil- 
eckl. 

What made it worse was the state of 
things which it was proved reigned in 
the household of the Count and Count- 
ess immediately before their arrest. 
They were perpetually in debt, and the 
bailiff was a frequent visitor at their 
ancestral castle. And though the rich 
estate was mortgaged to the last acre, 
the Countess made ducks and drakes of 
her income on gowns and jewelry, while 
the Count spent his days and nights in 
debauch. Servants who had been with 
the couple for years declared that they 
never heard their mistress address her 
‘husband otherwise than as a “dirty 
pig” or a “loathsome beast.“ In court 
as a matter of fact, the Count and 
Countess refused to sit beside each oth- 
er, but one of the servants, who 
was accused of having aided them in 
their plot, between them.

The “Grand Lama” is, of course, a 
child, into whose body the soul of 
Buddha is supposed to have nussed, 
and who is kept strictly out of sight 
of the world, all his acts being dic- 
tated by the real ruler of the coun- 
try—the “Gyalpo,” or temporal chief. 
The child who is to be “Grand Lama” 
usually is selected when he is five or 
six, and he dies conveniently at fit- 
teen or sixteen, when the priests an- 
nounce that his spirit has passed in- 
to the body of another infant who 
will be found in a certain place. And, 
curiously enough, the infant always is 
found as indicated, and installed as 
Lama with all sorts of queer _cere- 
monies. 
INDUS MIRACLE PLAY. 
Thibet is the land of quaint. rites, 
one of the queerest being the extraor- 
dinary miracle-play which is given 
on the left bank of the Indus every 
year by the priests to impress the peo- 
ple. Here a huge stage is built, upon 
which the monks and lamas rush 
dressed in queer yellow robes’ with 
peaked hoods, which fall back pres- 
ently and reveal the most hideous 
masks ever invented. In this guise 
they leap about frantically, beating 
drums and tambdurines, while every 
once in awhile they are joined by a 
crowd of horribly painted naked fig- 
ures, who are supposed to represent 
the souls of dead men. Yellow twigs 
are handed to these actors by a priest, 
who flicks each bit of wood with holy 
water by means of a red feather 
dipped therein, and afterwards thesc 
twigs are thrown on the ground out- 
side the near-by monastery to frighten 
away evil spirits. , 
In Thibet the people use grease in- 
stead of water to wash with. Women 
there may have as many husbands 
as they please, but each man can have 
only one wife, One of the queerest 
dresses affected by the fair sex is 
made of wood and nails, but every 
woman also sports no end of tur- 
quoises, these stones being found ev- 
erywhere in Thibet. They are not as 
fine as ordinary turquoises, it is true, 
being full of black specks and veins, 
but they make up for this by being, 
sometimes, as large as hens’ eggs, and 
some Thibetan women are literally 
covered with them from head to foot. 
LABOR-SAVING PRAYERS. 
The praying wheel.“ however, is by 
all odds the quaintest—and most con- 
venient—thing to be found in the “for- 
bidden land.” It is something like 
a little barrel—the prayers being writ- 
ten on the outside—which turns on an 
axle, and it is quite frankly a lador- 
saving device.“ All you have to do 
is to have your’ wheel near at hand 
and to give it a spin round once in a 
while. The revolutions keep up quite 
a few minutes, and it is understood 
that prayers are being unreeled, as it 
were, so long as the wheel is in mo- 
tion. So one can get on with what- 
ever he happens to be doing and still 
have the satisfaction of knowing that 
intercessioh is being made for him at 
the smallest possible inconvenience to 
himself. 4 
Some fearfully devout folk in Thibet 
actually have these wheels run either 
thereby to make as much progress in 
the way of getting their souls per- 
fected for Nirvana as they could by 
means of whole centuries of repeated 
“incarnations.” 


Tue Great Lakes Food Supply. 


r neighbors, the Canadians, -are 
Fe. 2 accomplish one result which 
seriously concerns both countries, and 
that is the preservation of the fish 
supply of the great lakes. To do this 
there must be concerted action be- 
tween the province of Ontario and the 
adjacent States on this side of the 

ne. ‘ 

n The Toronto Globe asserts that the 
province of Ontario is ready to estab- 
lish and enforce such regulations as 
will restore the food capacity of the. 
lakes, which has been seriously dimin- 
ished by indiscriminate netting as 
well as by poaching. To such an ex- 
tent has this been carried on, and 30 
frequent were the complaints of the 
Canadian fishermen, who were 
obliged to observe a close season, 
while the Americans were fishing all 
the time, that the provincial authori- 
tles at one time comtemplated giving 
up all efforts to preserve the fish and 
let the work of grill drivers and de- 
struction go on. It was argued that 
if American would mot assist the sup- 
ply would soon be depleted and the 
Canadians might as well catch all the 
fish they could while there were any 
left. 

It is creditable *+- the Canadians 
that they did not adopt such a policy, 
but instead sought to induce the lake 
States to joim them in adopting and 
enforcing such measures as will keep 
up the supply. All the States border- 
ing on the lakes, except New York, 
have expressed their wilingness to co- 
operate with the Canadians. As the 
New York Commission will shortly 
meet it will undoubtedly join its 
neighbors in bringing about this most 
Important result. 

Under proper regulations the great 
lakes are capable of producing an 
abundant supply of food fish. In all 
the States adjacent to the lakes there 
is a close season for game, but game 
under the most favorable conditions 
never can be so plentiful as fish, nor 
is it one of the staple foods. It is a 
luxury. The great majority of the peo- 
ple never have it on their tables. Fish 
is a wholesome, simple and common 
diet, and there is no reason why it 
should not be even more plentiful than 
other meats. and much cheaper. If 
there was a close season and a stop put 
to indiscriminate netting, and the lakes 
were restocked, the supply of fish 
would be ample to meet the demanil 
of Canada and the lake States also. 
If some protection is not afforded lake 
fish ere long will become as great a 
luxury as game. In this important 
matter there should be the heartiest 
codperation both sides of the line

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A STOREHOUSE OF PENTLY. 
HAT cannot the hand of man accomplish when 
directed by an intelligent brain and persistent 
purpose. ft is marvelous to witness what has 
been done in our own land in sections that in former years 
were considered worthless.

Providence has 
kept it for the unfolding future, for an ever expanding 
civilization that is destined to set its mark upon the his- 
tory of the race. The winds of freedom shall blow softly 
over those wide plains, and they shall yet be consecrated 
to growth and enlightened advancement.

WHERE Toys ARE MADE,

Ae this season of the year the typical American child 


must often wonder from what monster workshop 
Sarita Claus gets immense stock of toys with which 
he supplies the juvenile world. Even inquiring elders, long 
Since deprived of the joy of an implicit faith in the exist- 
ence of a patron saint whose one aim is to cheer the chil- 


lions of toys big and little, cheap and cxpen- 
sive, which counters, fill shelves and even overilow 
tt gets. 


Sonneberg is the real home of Santa Claus, the magic 
realm from which the jolly, white-bearded old philan- 
thropist fills his inexhaustible pack. Located in Germany, 
in the heart of the Thuringian Forest, storied region from 
which so many legends of giants, dwarfs and fairies have 
emanated, it is the toymaking center of the world. 


Here every ycar from January to December all through 


time sultry days of July and August, when Christmas is the

After 
each family has made its quota of parts, they are brought 
to the factory and the dolls are put together. All work is 
paid for by the piece, and as to hours, these people are 
their own masters. 

Simple as the doll appears in the hands of its proud baby 
owner, it is like most simple-seeming things, a very com- 
plicated organism. Many have a hand in the process of its 
formation. The arms and legs, for example, usually made 
of papier mache or of china, are the work of one sepa- 
rate department which does nothing else, just as the trunks 
are the special feature of another. The heads, at 
mere hairiess pates as bare as the infantile cranium, 


naturally the objects of especial care, and necessitate the 
attention of many different artisans. One man paints the 
eyebrows, another the lips, one dips the face into wax to 
give it the likeness of flesh, and still others attend to its

of revenue, in the manufacture of dolls and toys of all va- 
rieties. Of one kind of dolls alone two million are made 
annually, and the total cash value of the Christmas trade 
to Sonneberg amounts to over six million, of dollars.

The goods manufactured in Sonneberg consist of two 
general classes—those of the less expensive grades intended 
for home consumption, and the more elaborate and valu- 
able one’ intended for exportation to England, France and 
the United States. 5 

There are dolls with bisque, china and metal heads, dolls 
which can talk and cry, walk unajded, and perform almosi 
all the functions of a normally constituted child; toys of 
‘every conceivable size, shape and variety, soldiers, wag- 
ons, locomotives, ships, etc., music boxes, Christmas tree 
ornaments and marvelous ingenious animals, some of them 
life size and which by means of clever mechanism can 
imitate with wonderful fidelity the sounds of the animals 
they are supposed to represent. The lambs bieat, the 
lions roar, the cats mew, the dogs bark, the horses 
neigh, and the uninitiated visitor suddenly enter- 
ing one of these workrgoms when thé artisans 

are fixing in each animal its proper vocal cords might 
imagine animals in a menagerie where bedlam had sud- 
denly broken loose. : 

Every civilized country in the world receives its quota of 
toys from Sonneberg, and this year even such far-off places 
as South Africa, India, Russia, Australia and Egypt are in- 
‘cluded. Dolls will sell where the product of everything 
else but the bakeshop goes begging. The natural instinct 
in the little girl is universal, and dolls of all toys are in- 
finitely the most popular. The youthful maidens are pa- 
triotic, however, and with a fine sense of consistency de- 
mand that their dolls be of the same color and national- 

ity as themselves. 

So dainty little French dolls, arrayed in the very latest 
of Parisian styles, go to the youthful compatriots of Presi- 
dent Loubet, the German, English and American baby 
mothers each have-their preferred type of beauty, colored 
babies are made for the little black damsels of South 
Africa, gaily decorated Japanese dolls for living Japs, and 
almond-eyed Celestials for Chinaland, which keeps out as 
many Occidental products as possible, but which cannot 
stop the triumphant march of the all-conquering doll.

| Smuggling as a Trade. 


The real thing is smaggling as a trade, as a permanent 
means of livelihood. It consists in regularly passing in, 
without duty, certain valuable goods, usually silk, opium, 
and such articles. It is carried on principally by mem- 
bers of the shipping force; and it has nothing to do with 
the inspecting-room, for the goods never pas through this, 
but are hidden in secret places of the ship_and : 
ashore with the connivance of accomplices. : 

This is the real business of smuggling, and 
most interesting part of the game. 

In this you find craft, and cunning, and patience, and 
daring that test to the utmost the same qualities in the 
searchers, and often baffle them in the end.

their way into its pages. Miss Evans formed his acquaint- 
ance, discerned his acuteness of mind, and was taken by 


it was Spencer who brought Miss Evans and George 
Henry Lewes together, resulting in a union which, though 
harshly criticised at first, has not been finally condemned 
by the world. 2

other reason for this seclusion from public and social life. 
When Spencers set out upon his fiterary career he had a 
small income derived from a modest inheritance, but he 
could find no publisher for his books. His writings, though 
of high <cholastic and scientific merit, appea'ed to a ied 
Class, and no publisher would assume the cost of placing 
them on the market. But, confident that the world would 
ultimately appreciate their worth, he bore the cost himself, 
and as their sale was at first very slow, his financial re- 


sources were impaired and he was forced to retrench in 


all his personal expenses. 

in the course of fifteen years he actually lost $6000, yet, 
nothing daunted, he set out upon the Herculean task of 
publishing his synthetic philosophy. Finally, after twenty- 
four years of incessant struggle against adverse fortune, 
the tide turned, the light of his great intellect broke 


with his growing fame. 

When, in 1896, he wrote the concluding paragraph of his 
magnum opus, he thus referred to his past struggles: 
“In looking back over the six and thirty years which have

They 
make a hit, for one can guess a rainstorm if he keeps at 
it a long time. When they guess aright these occult fore- 
casters then proceed to forget all the times their guesses 
failed, and reaily believe themselves gifted with the power 
_ Of predicting the weather. 
There is plenty of time for abundant rainfall. in fact, the

weather bureau will keep us advised of the outlook, and

Crisis in Cotton Growing. 


F the people of the Imperial Valley needed one more in- 

centive to wholesale experiments in cotton-growing they 
have it in the invasion of the boll weevil throughout Texas 
and Mexico. The Secretary of Agriculture takes a very 
grave view of the crisis in his annual report, advance proofs 
of which The Times has just received from Mr. Wilson. 
This boll weevil first appeared in Texas nine years ago, im- 
ported probably from Mexico, where it has long since be- 
come a menace to the future of the great cotton-produc- 
| ing centers of that country. The Secretary estimates that 
this insect will have destroyed half the cotton crop of the 
entire country when it shall have swept to the eastern coast, 
entailing a los to the country running into the three figures 
of millions. He advocates the appropriation of $509,000 
by Congress this winter to be used in the investigation of 
this disastrous pest. Secretary Wilson has spent some time 
personally investigating the weevil’s work, and considers the 
crisis so great that every effort of his department will be 
used in attempting to control, or eradicate the evil. From 
this we must conclude that there is an era of high prices for 
cotton coming, and any section that can produce it is sure 
of pmfitable results. it would require but one season to 
test cotton in the Imperial Valley, for every season is alike 
there. If it can be successfully grown it would be an ex- 
cellent time to get a start there in the face of general dis- 
couragement over the ravages of insects in the great cotton 
belts of the East. if the people of the New River country 
altempt cotton growing they should begin guarding every 
point to prevent the introduction of the weevil. Every 
seed should be disinfected and a close watch kept to pre- 
vent the introduction of the pest.

~ Missouri is the seat of a new industry, that of quail farm- 
ing. As yet, the industry is quite an infant, but there is 
reason to believe that it will grow into more extensive pro- 
portions. The business was started by securing the eggs of 
a wild quail, which were placed in an incubator where 
they were put through the same course that a hen's egg 
receives under such circumstances. The experiment 
proved successful, and it is found that the numper of 
little quails hatched in proportion to the eggs in the incu- 
bator is about the same as in the case with chickens. The 
young quails require careful attention, and it is necessary

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HE grafting of a tomato plant onto a potato vine at the 

Minnesota State University recently occasioned consid- 
crable notice from the papers, and Professor S. B. Green of 
the Experimental Station made the following statement: 

“We have frequently made such grafts to illustrate to our 
students the close relationship between the potato and the 
tomato. To make the union get a late potato plant nicély 
started in a pot; when about ten inches high, cut it off at 


6 or 8 inches above the ground, and insert therein a termi- 


nal shoot of a vigorous growing tomato plant, using a cleft 
graft about an inch and a half long for this purpose. After 
the scion has been inserted. the cleft is tied together and 
the whole wrapped with sphagnum moss until united. 
We have now on

| THE DAIRY. . 
Profit from the Dairy. 


M UCH of the success of the average farmer and dairy- 
man depends on the cost of feeding the cows. There 
are conditions under which it is profitable to conduct a 
dairy and depend largely on purchased feed, but most 
farmers are finding their profits from the home-grown 
feeds. As a rule; the more feed we grow on the farm, the 
more profit we make from our dairy work. It is difficult 
to raise the price of the product in the market, but we 
can often increase our profits by cheapening the cost of 
. The most of us are buying too much grain 
feed while our farms are not producing more than half 
-of what they might be made to yield under better man- 
agement. 
Under conditions as they exist in most sections of the 
country, feed can be grown more cheaply than it can be 
bought. |

We have learned that some things are not so. It is not 
true that cows require a scientifically balanced ration to 
prove profilabie. We know that the high amount of 
protein called for in the balanced ration of the scientists 
is not a practical necessity. It is easier to buy feed than 
to grow it, hence we buy. is it not time we stopped look - 
ing for an easy job and began looking for a profitable one? 
We need cheaper cow feeds; we can get them by grow- 
ing them. One of the most practical and successful dairy- 
men in Maine has succeeded in the annual cost 
of keeping his cows to $15. a head. This does not include 
the labor of feeding and caring for the cows, but is the 
actual cost of the food consumed when all grown upon 
the farm. Here, then, is the keynote of success in the 
feeding problem. What this man has done others can do

| PROFESSIONAL DUTIES AND PLEASURE COMBINED. | : 


In connection with the series of articles that Dr 
Walter I. Seymour has been writing for this page, many. 
of his readers will be interested in the following article 
descriptive of a very interesting incident in his past 
experience. The Doctor has hundreds of very interest- 
ing photographs taken by himself, covering a broad 
range of subject and a wide territory extending from 
Alaska to South America, and from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific.
